Third member of the teach- 
i bi panel on "Latin America — 
Revolution and’ Intervention” 
was Andres Lockward, 28, 
vire-secretary-general of the 
tocial Christian Party of the 
Dominican Republio. He said 
the U.S.-sponsored Alliance for 
Progress was a "complete fail- 
ure,” 

It had brought Latin Ameri- 
ca only money for .dictators and 
guns for the military, he said. 
In his own country American- 
supplied weapons had been 
used by 40,000 Dominicans sup- 
ported by. 42,000 U.S. troops to 
suppress a- popular revolt, he 
asserted. 

Officials estimated the 1 
teach-in was heard by 100,000 
students at more than 80 uni- 
versities in the United States ' 
and Canada via a telephone 1 
hook-up. ' ]

in Latin American countries. 

Lockward said the OAS must 
be disbanded and replaced by 
an Organization of Latin Amer- 
ican States, 

He said the OAS has been 
used to justify and excuse In- 
tervention in the internal af- 
fairs of Latin American coun- 
tries by the United States.
